Mr. J. J. Butler said he rose with great pleasure 
to second the resolution. Mr. Cosgrave had said so 
much and so well upon the subject, that it merely 
remained for him to say that he entirely coincided 
with him in every expression he had made use of in 
respect for the services, and for the kind 
and courteous and admirable manner in which Mr. 
Crean had discharged his duties. From all that he 
know of that gentleman, he believed there was nod a 
more in nt man in the office which he filled in any 
union in d. For himself (Mr. Butler) and others, 
he would say that he always found him exceedingly in- 
telligent, and very anxious to oblige the members of the 
board. Should the board be unanimous upon this 
question—the increase of salary—it would be only a 
mark of respect for the faithful and long-tried services 
of Mr. Crean. He was now 21 years in the service of 
the board, and during all that tims he had acted without 
even without disapprobation; so that he might 
be considered to have a prescriptive right to the increase 
The advance was but a trifling one, and it 


rather as a mark of their favour, and of their high 
opinion of his worth, than merely in the light of an emo- 
lument. 

Dr. Brady supported the resolution, Le said that 
he never knew a better officer, and that he had dis.
